— WHEREAS the Government of Kerala consider 
that with the introduction of additional services to Chalakkayam and Pamba 
by the Kerala State Road Transport Corporation in connection with the 
festivals at Sabarimala, adequate transport facilities are now available for 
approach to Sabarimala ; 

AND WHEREAS the Government are of opinion that it is necessary in the 
public interest so to do, and further to avoid unhealthy competition by private 
stage carriages in the areas of approach to Sabarimala , to restrict grant of 
extension of additional temporary permits to private stage carriages or 
yariation of existing permits of private stage carriages to operate services to 
Chalakkayam or Pamba ; 

Now , THEREFORE , in exercise of the powers conferred by Section 43A 
of the Motor Vehicles Act, 1939 (Central Act 4 of 1939) the Government of

DIRECTION 


The Regional Transport Authorities in the State shall not grant any 
additional temporary permits to the Private Stage Carriages or any variation 
ofexisting permits to private stage carriages to operate services to Chalakkayam 
or Pamba in connection with the festivals at Sabarimala upto the 15th January 
1984 .

It has come to the notice of Government that private stage carriages 
operators are approaching the Regional Transport Authorities to grant addi 
tional temporary permits or variations of existing permits to Chalakkayam 
or Pamba in connection with Festivals at Sabarimala.
